CONTRACTS ARE LET FOR WORK 


700 Men Will be Required to Build 
Dock, the Approach and New 
Yards and Trackage 
The letting of the contract for 
pile driving and concrete work at the 
Northern Pacific ore dock a t the 
East End to the firm of Stems, ('ary 
& Co., of St. Paul, says the Superior 
Telegram, insures Hit emoloymcnt of 
1,500 men on ore dock, coal dock 
and allied construction work this 
winter. 
Seven hundred men will be re­ 
quired to build the Northern Pacific 
dock, the approach and new yards 
and trackage connected with it. 
Reference is made to other dock 
work and to 'the Soo Line which will 
require 150 men to build the exten­ 
sion to its dock a t St. Louis avenue. 
Only 600 feet of the Northern 
Pacific dock at East End in Superior 
will be built this winter, though the 
plans call for a structure 1,300 feet 
In length. 
The Siems, ('ary & Co., 
contract calls for the expenditure of 
approximately 
$100,000 
and 
the 
American Bridge company contract 
was let some time ago. 
Part of the 
work was sublet to the St. Paul firm. 
Five thousand tons of structural 
steel will be used by the American 
Bridge company in carrying out its 
portion of the contract.

be 2,000 piles in the foundation of

million feet of timber will be required 
and 10,000 cubic yards of concrete.

CONTRACTS ARE LET FOR WORK 


700 Men Will be Required to Build 
Dock, the Approach and New 
Yards and Trackage 
Th© letting of the contract for 
pile driving and concrete work at the 
Northern Pacific ore dock at 'the 
East End to the firm of Siems, ('ary 
& Co., of St. Paul, says the Superior 
Telegram, insures the emuloymcnt of 
1,500 men on ore dock, coal dock 
and allied construction work this 
winter. 
Seven hundred men will be re­ 
quired to build the Northern Pacific 
dock, the approach and new yards 
and trackage connected with it. 
Reference is made to other dock 
work and to the Soo Line which will 
require 150 men to build the exten 
aion to its dock at St. Louis avenue. 
Only 600 feet of the Northern 
Pacific dock at East End in Superior 
will be built this winter, though the 
plans call for a structure 1,300 feet 
in length. 
The Siems, Cary & Co., 
contract calls for the expenditure of
